Keeping in Travell and Sport. 


Thus you ſhall do concerning his ordinary 
keeping at home where the Horſe hath relt, 
and that you may diſpoſe of hours as you 
pleaſe : but if you be either in trayel, in ſport, 
or other occaſion , ſo that you cannot ob - 
ſerve theſe particular times, then you muſt 
divide the main and whole quantity of meat 
into fewer parts and greater quantities , and 
ſo give them at the beſt convenience, ever ob- 
ſerving togive the leaſt quantity before travel, 
as a third part before mounture , and the two 
other when you come to rel. 

Nor would I have you to diſtract your 
mind with any doubt or amazement , becauſe 
I preſcribe you five feverall times of feeding 
in one day , as if it ſhouldeither over-charge 
you , or over-feed your norſe : queſtionleſs 
there 15 no ſuch matter when yon look into 
the true proportion : for it cannot be denied 
that whoſoever is worthy of a good horſe,

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or good means to keep a good horſe , cannot! 
allow him leſs then one peck a day ; nay, 
the Carrier, Carter , Poulter and Packhorſe, 
will allow half a peck at waterings, and this 
allowance which I ſet down comes to no 
more : for fifteen pints of oats, and one pint 
of ſpelt beans unheaped , makes two gallons, 
and that 15 one peck Wincheſter meaſure . 

Now to give it at tyvice it fills the ftomack 
more, makes the diſgeſtion worſe, and the ap- 
petite weak : whereas to giveleſs, but more

An as theſe, ſo there are a world of other 
1 moſiſeleſs Tramels ; for you muti underſtand 
of (that touching the true Tramel, the ſide-ropes 
n wit|mult be firm, without yeelding an hair : The 
boſe muſt be ſoft, lye cloſe and not move 
from his firſt place , and the Backvand muſt 
ide flat, no matter how light, and ſo defended 
from the Fillets that it may not gall. And 
this Tramell muſt be thus made, and of theſe 
ubſtances.

When you have brought your horfe into 
an even ſmooth path, without rubs. or rough- 
nefle, you ſhall there hoſe the neer fore- 
leg, ard the ncer hinder leg; tnen Fut tn 
them tne fide-rope , and ſee that he ſtand at 
that juſt proportion which nature her {.1f 
hath formed him, without either {training 7 
inlarging his members, and in that cv2n aj 
jult length ſtay the fide-rope by a imill rare 
falined up to the ſaddle. Then Wwrh your 
hand on the bridle, ſtaining his head, put 
im gently forward, and if need be, have tie 
help of a by-ſtander to put him forward al- 
ſo, and ſo force him to ambl2 up and douvn 
tne read with all the gentleneſs you can, ſut- 
fering him to take his own leaſure, that there- 
by he may come to an underfion:img of nts 
reſtraint, and your will for the performanc2 
of the motion, and thoueh he ſnapper ot 
tumble, or peradventure Call now and then, 
yet it matters not , do you only ſtay his head, 
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oive him leave to riſe, and with all gentle- 


neſs put him forward again , till finding his 
own fault, and underſtanding the motion, he 
become perfe& , and amble in your hand to 
your contentment. And that this may be 
done wath more eaſe and leſs amazement to 
the horſe, it is not amiſs (at his firſt Tramel- 
ing ) that you give your fide-ropes more 
length then ordinary , both that the twitches 
may beleſs ſudden, and the motion coming 
more gently , the horſe may ſooner appre- 
hend 1t. 

But as ſoon as he comes to any perfeQneſs, 
rhen inſtantly put the fide-ropes to their true 
length.

When to alter the Tramell. 


When tne horſe will thus amble in you: 
hand perfe&ly , being trameled on one tide, 
you ſhall then change them to the other ſide, 
and make him amble in your hand as you did 
before. And thus you ſhall do, changing 
from one ſide to another , till which this halfe 
tramell he will run and amble in your hand 
without ſnappering or flumbling, both readily 
and 
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and ſwiftly, When this is attained unto, 
which cannot be above two cr three hours

When to mount his back. 


Now when heis perfe& 1n your hand up- 
on all theſe, you may then adventure to 
mount his back , which (if you pleaſe ) you 
may fir{t do by a Boy, or Groom, making rhe 
horſe amble under him , whiltt you ſtay his 
head to prevent danger , or to ſee how hee 
riketh. Then after mount your ſelf, and 
with all gentleneſs and lenity increafing his 
pace jnore and more, till you come to the 
height of perfe&tion, And thus as you did 
before 
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b2forz in your hand , ſo do now on his back, 
ficlt with the whole Tramzll, then with the 
halte, and chanzing the Tramell off, firit from 
one fide , then to another , then alterino 
oronnds till you find that exquiſtteneſs which 
you defire, And this muſt be done by daily 
exerciſe and labour, as twice, thrice,ſometime; 
oftner in the day, 


hen to journey, 


When jyou have attained your viſh in the 
perfetion of his ſtroke, the nimbleneiſe 
of his Lim>s , and the good carriage of his 
head and Boly , you may then take away 
the tram-ll altogether , and exerciſe him 
without 1t, + But this exerciſe I would have 
upon the, high-way , and not (Horſe-courſer 
like ) ina private ſ\m9o5th Road , for that 
affords but a couſening pace, which is left 
upo1 every ſmall wearinzfle ; therefore 
take the high-way forward for three, four, or 
fives miles 1n a mornin? more or leſle, as you 
find che horſes aptneſs and ability. . 

Now if 1n this Juurnzying , either 
through wwearineſs , 12norance , or peeviſh- 
nels, you find in him a willingnefle to 
forſake 
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forſake his pace , then (ever carrying in your 
pocket the falfe tramell) alight and put them 
on , and ſo exercile him in thzm, and now 
and then giving him eaſe, bring hum home in 
his true pace. 

This exerciſe you ſhall follow day by day, 
and every day increaſing it more and more, 
till you have brought him from one mile to 
many : which done , you may then give 
him eaſe, as letting lim reſt a day or tio, 
or more , and then apply him again ; and 
if you find in him neither error nor alteration 
then you may retolve your work is finithed : 
For in all mine experience, I never found 
this way to tall, 

But if any alteration do happen, (as many 
phantaſtick horſes are ſubje& unto ) if it be 
in the motion or his pace , then with 
your hand reform it, But if thatfail , then 
the uſe of the halfe Tramell will never fail 
you. 

Now if the error proceed from any other 
occaſion , look ſeriouſly into tne cauſe there- 
of, and taking that away, the effect will 
ſoon ceaſe, for you are to underftand, that 1n 
this manner of teaching an horfe to amble, 
you are forbidden no help or benefit what- 
ſoever which belongs unto horſmanſhip , as 
Chain, Cavezan , Muſroule , Headftrain,

| {(trument, becauſe this motion 1s not drayn 
from the mouth, buc from the limbs. 


Many things elſe might be ſpoken on this 
ſubject, bur it would but load paper, and wea- 
ry memory, and « aim only at ſhort eſſays, 

fr - and true new experiments , therefore this al- 
ready writ I hold ſufficient, 
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Wherein is ſhewed all the perfeQions 
and imperfections that are or can 
be in a Horſe. 


Obſervations and Advertiſe- 
ments for any man When he 


goeth about to buy an Horſe. 


Here is nothing more difficult in all the 

Art of * Horſmanſhip , then to ſet down 
conſtant and uncontrolable Reſolutions by 
which to bind every mans mind to an unity 
of conſent in the buying of an Horſe : for 
according to the old Xdage, What is os 
mans meat, 1s another mans poyſon ; what one 
affects another diſlikes. But to proceed fC- 
cording to the Rule of Reaſon , the Pieiepts 
of the Ancients, and the modern p 1 _ph 
our preſent con ceived opinions , 1 will, 


briefly as I can ( and the rather ne ics 
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a [abour I never undertook 1n this Wiſe be- 
fore) thew you thoſe obſervations and adver- 
tiſements which may Cortifie you 1n any hard 
election. 


The end for which to buy. 


Fir{t therefore you are to obſerve, that if 
you Will ele&t an Horſe for yonr hearts con- 
tentment, you muſt Conſider the end and pur- 
poſefor which you buy him , as whether for 
the Warres , running, hunting , travelling, 
draught or burthen. 

Every one having their ſeverall Characters, 
and their ſeverall taces both of beauty and 
uncomlineſls. 

But becauſe there 1s but one truth, and one 
perfection , I will unger the deſcription of 


the perfe& and untainted horſe, ſhe all the 


imperfections and attaindures which either 
nature or miſchance can put upon the Horſe 
of greate(t deformity. 

Let me then adviſe you that intend to buy 
an horſe, to acquaint your ſelf with all the

Now for bis pace, which is either Trot, 
Amble , Rack or Gallop, you muſt refer it 
to the end alſo for which you buy ; as if it 
be for the wars , running, hunting, or your 
own pleaſure, then the trot is moſt tolerable, 
and this motion you ſhull know by a croſs 
moving of the horſes limbs, as when ten fyr

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fore-leg and the near hinder-leg ; or the

acquainted withall , he handles his leggs con:

If his eyes be round, big, black, Nunng, 
ſtrating or ſtaring from his head, it the blac 
of the” eye {ill the pit or outiva xd Cl: nhxraR 
rence, ſo that in the moving , none (or wery 
little) of the white ap peareth, all are figns of 
beauty,goodnels, and materiall : but if his eyes 
be uneven, and of a Wrinekled propo: tion , it 
they be little (which we call pig-eyed ) both 
are uncomely ſiznes of weaknels : if they be 
red and fiery, take heed of Moon- -Cys, Whicn 
is next door to blindneſs. Jf white and wal- 
led, it ſhews a weak fight, and unneceſſary 
farting or fading of Boggurds : 1f with 
white Tpecks, take heed of the pearl, pin and 
web : if they water or thew bloody , it ſhes 
bruiſes ; and if they matter , they ſhaiv old 
OVCr- -riding) feſtred rnumes, or violent trams. 
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If they look dead or dull, or are hollow, or 
much ſunk, take heed of blindneſs at the het: 
the beſt 15 of an old decrepit generation : if 
the black bl! not the pit , but the white is al- 
ways appearing, or if in moving,the white and 
black be ſeen in equall quantity , it is a figne 
of weakneſs, and a dogged diſpofation, 


Hts Cheeks and Chaps, 


If handling his Cheeks oz Chaps, you find, 
the bones lean and thin , the ſpace wide be- 
tween them , the thropple or 
as you can gripe, and the void place without 
knots or kernels ; and generally the jaiwes {6 
oreat, tnat the neck ſeemeth to couch with- 
in them, they are all excellent fignes cf great 
wind, courage , and ſoundneſs of head and 
body. But if the chaps be fat and thick, the 
ſpace between them cloſed up with grols 
ſubltance, and the throple little, all are ſigns 
of ſhort wind and mnch inwvard foulneſs : If 
the void place be full of knots and kernels, 
take heed of the Strangle or Glanders, at the 
beſt, the horſe is notwithout a foul cold. It 
his jaws be fo flrait, that his neck ſvelleth 
above them , if it be no more but naturall, 
it 13 onely an uncomely fGi2n of ſhort wind 
and Furhckneſs , or groſneſs ; but if the ſ\vel- 
lin be long, and cloſe by his Chaps, like 1 

whetſtone 
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whetſtone , then take heed of the Vives, or 
ſome other unnaturall impoſtume, 


His Noſirils aud muzzcll, 


If his noſtrils be open, dry , wide and 


large , ſoas upon any (training , the inwar 
redneſs 15 diſcevered, and if his muzzell be 
ſmall , his mouth deep, and his lips equally 


meeting ; then all are good fignes of wind, 


health and courage, But if his noltrils be 
trait , his wind 1s little; if is muzzell be 
orofs, Nis ſpirit is dull ; if his mouth be ſhal- 
low he will never carry a bit well, and if his 
upper lip will not reach his nether , old age 
or infirmity hath marked him 'for carrion. If 
his noſe be moilt and dropping, if it be clear 
water, 1t 1Sa cold; if foul matter, then be- 
ware of Glanders : if both noltrills run , it 1s 
hurtfull ; but 1f one, then, moſt dangerous. 


Teeth. 


Touching his Teeth and their vertues, 
they are ſet down 1n a particular chapter ; 
onely remenber , you never buy an horſe 
that wanteth any , for as good loſe all: as 
one, 


Hs 
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His Breaſt. 


From his Head look down to his Breaſt, 
and ſee that it be broad, out-ſwelling, and a- 
dorned with many features : for that ſhews 
ſtrength and indurance. The little breaſt is 
uncomely, and ſhewes weakneſs, the narrow 
breaſt is apt to ſtumble, fall, and enterfeire 
before : the breaft that is hidden inward, and 
wanteth the beauty and divifion of many 
feathers, ſhewes a weak armed heart, and 
a breaſt that is unwilling and unfit for any 
violent toyl or ſtrong labour. 


His F ore-thigh es, 


Next , look down from his elbow to his 
knee , and ſee that thoſe fore-thighs be ruſh- 
2rown, well horned within, finewed , fleſhy 
and out-{welling , for they are good fignes 
of ſtrength , the contrary ſheivs weaknels, 
and are unnaturall, 


His Kwces. 


Then look on his knees rhat they carry pro- 
portion, be lean, ſineywy, 8 cloſe knit,for they 
are good and comely ; but if one be bigger 
or rounder then another , the horſe hath 
received 
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received miſchief : if they be groſs, the 
horſe is gouty : if tney have ſcarres z Of hair 
broken , 1t 1s a true mark of a ſtumbling jade

Then look upon the middle joynt beind, 
and if it be nothing but skin ana bone, veins 
and finews, and rather alittle bending then too 
ſtrait, then 1t 1s perfect as it ſhould he, Butif 
it have chaps or ſores on the inward bought 
or bending , then that is a Selander, It the 
joynt be ſweld generally all cyer , then he 
hath got a blow or bruiſe, if the ſelling be 
particular » 25 in the pot, or hollow part, or 
on the inſide, and the vein full and proud : 
if the ſvleling be ſoft , it isa blooc-ſpaven: 
if hard, a bone- ſpaven, but if the ſwelling be 
juſt bekind, before the knucklo, then 1t 1s a 
Curb, 
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Thon look to his hinder leas,if they be lear, 
Clean, flat ana finowy, then Allis well ; but if 
they be fat, th2y will not endure labour, If 
they bz (weld, the greaſe 1s molten into them, 
If x be ſcabbzd ab»ve the paſterns, he hath 
the Scraches : if he have chaps under his 
paſterns, he hath rains, and none of theſe but 
are noyl[oMe. 


His 1 ayle, 


Laſtly , for the ſetting of his Tayl, where 
there is a good Buttock | , the trail can neyer 
ftand ill ; and where there 1s an evill buttock 
there the tail can never ſtand well : for ir 
oaght to ſtand broad, high, flat and couched 
a little inward. 

Thus I have ſhewed you the true ſhapes 
and true deformities, you may 1n Your Choice 
pleaſe your own fancies. 


An uncontrollable way to know the 
age of an Horſe, 


There are ſeven outward Characters by 
which to know the age of every Horſe , as 
namely, his Teeth , his Hoofs his Tail, 
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his Eyes, his Skin , his Hair, and the Bars in 
his mouth, 


His Teeth, 


If you will know his Age by this Teeth, 
you mult underſtand , that an Horſe hath in 
his head juft forty teeth , that 1s toſay, fix 
oreat Wong teeth above, and fix below on 
one fide, and a mamy on the other , which 
maketh twenty four , and are called his 
Grinders : 'Then fix above and fix below 
In the fore-part of his mouth which are cal- 
led Gatherers , and make 236. Then four 
Tuſhes , one above , and one below on one 
fide , and are called the Bit Teeth, which 
maketh jult forty. X 

Now the firſt year he hath his Foals 
teeth, which are onely Grinders and Gathe- 
rers, but no Tuſhes, and they be ſmall, white 
and bright to look on. 

The ſecound year he changeth the four 
formoſt © teeth in his head, that 1s, two aboye 
and two below in th2 mid of the rows of 
the Gatherers, and they are browner and 
biooer then the other, 

The third year he changeth his teeth next 
unto them , and leaveth no apparent Foals 
teeth before, but two above, and two below 


of each ſide, which are alſo bright and ma 
7 The 
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The fourth year he changeth the teeth 
next unto them, and leaveih no more Foales 
teeth but onz of each fide, both above and 
below. 

The fifth year his formoſt teeth will be 
all changed ; but then he hath his tuſhes on 
each fide compleat , and the laſt Foals teeth 
which he caſt, thoſe which come up in their 
place, will be hollow, and have a lirtle black 
ſpeck in the mid(h, which is called the mark 
in the horſes mouth, and continueth till he 
be paſt eight years old. 

The fixth year he putteth up his new 
tuſhes, near about which you ſhall ſee grow- 
ing alittle of new and young fleth, at the 
bottome of the tuth : beſides, the tuſh will 
be white, ſmall, ſhort and ſharp. 

The ſeventh year all his teeth will have 
their perfect growth ; and the markin the 
horſes mouth ( before ſpoken of ) will be 
plainly ſeen. 

The eighth year all his teeth with he full, 
ſmooth and plain , the black ſpeck 07 mark 
being no more but diſcern2d , and his tuſhes 
will be more yellow then ordinary. 

The ninth year his formoſt teeth' will be 
longer , broader , yellower and fouler then 
at younger years, the mark gone, and his 
tuſhes will he bluntiſh, 

Then tenth year in che injide of his uppe 
tuſhes

tuſhes will be no holes atall to be felt with 
your fingers end, which tit that age you ſhall 
ever feel : befides the temples of his head 
will begin to be crooked and hollow, 
The eleventh year his teeth will be excee- 
ding long , very yellow, black and foul, one- 
ly he may then cut even , and his teeth will 
fand direAtly oppoſite one to another. 

The twelfth year his teeth will be long? 
yellow , black and foul ; but then his uppe*® 
teeth will hang over his hether. 

The thirteenth year his tuſhes will be worn 
ſomwyhat cloſe to his chaps ( ic he be a much 
ridden” horſe ) otherwiſe they will be black, 
foul and long, like the tuſhes of a Boar. 


His Hooves, 


If a horſes hooves be rugged, and as it 


were ſeamed one ſeam over another, and ma- 
ny ſeames ; if they be dry, full and cruſty, or 
crumbling, it 1s a ſign of very old age : and on 
the contrary part, a ſmooth , moiſt , hollow, 
and wel ſounding hoof 15 a figne of young 
years, 

His Tail, 


If you take an horſe with your finger anc 
your thum by the ſtern of the tail, cloſe at 
the ſetting on by the buttock , feeling there 
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hard, if you feel of each fide the tail a joynt 
ſtick 'ouc more then any other by the big” 
netle of an hazell nut, then you may pre” 
ſume the note is under ten years old : but it 
his joints be ail. plain, and no ſuch thing to 
be felt, tnen heis above ten, and may be 
thirteen, 


His E Jos, 


If an horſes eyes be round, full, ſtaring, o! 
ſtarting from 1s head, if the pits over them 
be filled, ſmooth & even with his temples, & 
no Wrinckles either about his brow , or unde: 
his eyes, then he 1s young ; if otherwiſe you 
ſee the contrary Characters , 1t4s a ſign 
old ace. 


- His Skin, 


If you take an norſes skin in any paxt 
11s body, betwixt your finger and your 
thumb, and pull it from his fleſh, then letting 
1t $0 again, 1f it ſuddenly returne to the place 
from whence it came, and be ſmooth and 
plain without wrinkle, then he 1s yours, and 
tuill of rength : but 1f 1t ſtand and not re 
turn in{tantly to its former place , then he 1s 
very old and waſted, 
1s 
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His Hair, 


If an Horſe that 1s of any dark colour, 
ſhall grow griflell onely about his Eyebrows, 
or underneath his Mane ; or any hotſe of a 
Whitiſh colour ſhall grow meannelled with 
either black or red meannels univerſally over 
his body, then both are ſignes of old age. 


Hes Barrs, 


Laſtly, if the Barrs in his mouth be great, 
deep, and handle rough and hard, then is the 
horſe old : but if they be ſoft, ſhallow , and 
handle gently and tenderly, then is the horſe 
young, and in good ability of body. 

And thus much be ſpoken touching the 
Office of the Buyer, 
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The Signes of all Sickneſles, 
and how to diſcern 
them. 


F you find in your horſe heavineſs of 
countenance , extream looſneſs, or Cx- 
tream coſtiveneſs , ſhortneſs of breath, 
lothing of meat, dull and imperfect eys, 
rotten or dry cough , ſtaring hair , or hait 
unnaturally diſcoloured , a ſtaggering pace, 
frantick behaviour , yellowneſs of the eys or 
Skin, faint or cold ſweat , extraordinary lying 
down, or beating or looking back at his body, 
alteration of qualities or geſtures, not caſting 
of the coat, leanneſs , hide-bound and the 
like, All theſe are apparant ſigns of diftempe- 
rature and ſickneſs. ; 


S1gnes from the Dung. 
It 15 neceſſary to obſerve the horſes dung, 
for 
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for it 1s the beſt Tel-troth of his inward parts; 
yet you muſt not judge it by a generall opini- 
on , but by a private diſcourſe with your ſelf, 
how he hath been fed, becauſe food is the 
onely thing that breeds alterations, as 
thus 

If he feed altogether upon-graſs , his dung 
hath one complexion, as green ; if upon hay, 
then another, as a little more dark, If upon 
little provender, then inclining to yelow. But 
to avoid both curiolity and doubt , obſerve 
well the complexion of his dung , when he is 


in the beſt health, and the beſt feeding ; and as. 


you find it alter, ſo judge either of his tie alth 
or cknels, as thus -——— 

If his dung be clear , criſp , and of a pale 
yellowiſh complexion , hanging together 
without ſeparation , more then as the weight 
breakes it in falling, beirg neither ſo thin nor 
ſo thick, but it wil a little flat on tne ground. 
And indeed both in ſavour and ſubſt :nce, 
reſembling a ſound mans ordure , then 1s the 
horſe clean, well fed , and w:thout 1umperfe- 
ion. 

If it be well coloured, yet fall from him in 
round knots , or pellets , ſo it be but the firſt 
or ſecond dung , the reft good, as aforeſaid, 
it matters not : for 1t only ſheivs he did eat 
hay lately , and. that will ever come away 
firſt. But if all his dung be alike, then it is a 
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Gon of forll feeding , and he hath either too 
much hay , or cates too much litter , and too 
little corn. 

If his dung be 1n round pellets, and black- 
iſh, or broivn, 1t ſhews inward heat in the 
body. 

If it be greaſe , it ſhews foulnels, and that 
creaſe 1s molten, but cannot come away, If 
he void greaſe in groſs ſuſtance with his 
dung, if the greaſe be \yhite and clear, then 
it comes away kindly , and there 15 no dan- 
ger : but 1f 1t be yellow or putrified, then 
the greaſe hath lain long in his body , and 
ſickneſs w:ll follow if not prevented. 

If his dung. be red and hard, then the horſe 
hath had too ſtrong heats, and coftiveneſs 
will follow : 1f it be pale and looſe, it ſhews 
imwvard coldneſs of body , or too much moiſt 
and cortupt feeding, 


S1ones frem the Uriae. 


Hough tte Urine be not altogether ſo 
materiall as the dung, yetit hath ſome 
true faces, as thus 
That Urine which 1s of a pale yellowiſh 
Ccolour., rather thick then thin, of a ſtrong 
{mell and a piercing condition, isan health- 
tull, ſound and good urine : but if it be of an 
high, red complexion , either like blood, or 
inclinin” 
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rr 


inclining to blood, then hath the horſe had 
either too fore heats, been oyer-riduen, or 
ridcen too early after winter oraſs. 

It the Urinebe of an hioh complexton, 
clear and tranſparent , like old March tecr, 
taen he 15 inflamed in kis body , and hith ta- 
ken ſome lurtit, 

If the urine carry awhice cream on the top, 
it ſhews a weak back, or conſumption vi 
ſeed. 

A green urine ſhevs conſumption of t:1- 
body. 

A Urine with bloody [treaks ſhes an uw 
2rin the kidnies : and a black, thic', cloudy 
urine ihe.vs death and mortality, 
Of fickpeſs in general, 


Whentoever, Upon any occaſion, you thall 
{ind tne horie droop in countena NCC, to for- 
ſake his meat , or t hav any other 2jp3- 
rent f1gn of ich neſs ; 1f they be not grzat, 
you may forbear to let bloc, becauie vhere 
the blood 15 ſpent, the ſpiriis are ſpent alt 9 
and they are not caſily recovered, But if t12 
fignes be great and dan: gerous , then by ail 
means let Hood: in{tan! ly, and for th;ee mor- 
nines together ( the horſe. being fotining ) 
give him half an ounce of the POWde! (called 

Jy me ) D: rahexaple, and by the Tralians, Re- 
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gma medicina, the Queen of medicines, brew- 
ed either 1n a pint of Muskadine or Malſmſey, 
of a pint of the ſyrop of Sugar, being two de- 
grees above the ordinary Molofles , or for 
want thereof Molofles wil ſerve the turn ; and 
where all are wanting, you may take a pint 
either of dragon water, or a quart of the 
ſweeteſt and (tronge(t Ale-wort , or ini ex- 
rremity take a quart of ſtrong Ale or Beer, 
but then warm 1t a little before the fire. 

This muſt be given with an horn, and if the 
Horſe have ability of body, ride him in ſome 
warm place after it, and let him faſt near two 
hours after the riding, 

At noon give him a ſweet !maſh, cloath 
very warm, and let him touch no cold water. 

Now touching the exact and true making 
of this rare powder , which I call Diahexa- 
ple, becauſe no man ( that I know ) Avothe- 
cary or other, doth at his day make it true- 
ly, partly bzcanſe 1t 1s an experiment but 
lately come to my knowledge by conference 


with learned Phykicians , and partly becauſe 


our medicine m1kers are in Horſe Phyſick 
leſs curious then they ſhould be ; through 
which errors there is produced to the world 
an abundance of falſe mixtures, which both 
deceive the honelt Horſ-maſter, kills the 
harmleſs horſe , and diſgraceth the well- 
mewing PFatrier, To repair all which, 
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will here ſet down the trus manner of ma- 
king this admirable powder , together with 
the vertues and operations thereof, 


The true manner of making the true 
Diahexaple, 


Take the roots cf round Ar:/to/ogra, \waſh 
them , ſcrape them, and purifie them as clear 
as may be, then take Juniper Berries unex. 
corticated, and Bay-berries excorticatcd ; take 
the pureſt and beſt drops of Myrrh, and the 
fineſt ſhavings of Ivory , of each an equall 
quantity ; beat all buc the Myrrh together, 
and ſearce them fine : Laſtly, beat the Myrrh 
and ſearce it alſo ; then mix and incorporate 
all together, preſs it hard into a gally-pot, 
and keep it, and uſe it as you have occaſion. 


The wertues of true Diahexaple, 


This powder, or indeed Methridate, called 
Diahexaple, or the Queen of Medecines, is 
moſt excellent and ſoveraign againſt all manner 
of poyſon , either inward or outyyard,it cureth 
the biting of venemous , beaſts, and helpeth 
ſhort wind and purſickneſs.

A Drizk, to open an Horſes body, 
and cleanſe it, 
Take a quart of new milk, Salet-oyl, ho- 
ny : each” halfa pint, an ounce of London 
reacle, and the yolks of fix egos beat all to- 


ethe: : and then put to it licoras,ſugar-candy, 
aniſe-ſeeds (all in powder) of each an ounce, 
and infuſe all together , ſo e1ve it the horſe, 
Tide him afcer it, ſetup warm, andlet him 


faſt above an hour. 


The true manuer of making thoſe cordial Bals, 
which cure any violent. cold or Glanders

ing-with exerciſe, and maks a lean horſe fat 


ſuddenly, 


Take Aniſeeds, Cominſeeds, Fenecreek- 
ſeeds, Cartnumus ſeeds : Elicompane roots 
and Colts foot, each two ounces beaten , and 
ſearced to a »fine duſt , tivo ounces of the 
flower of Brimfton : then take an ounce of the 
juice of Licoras , and diflolye 1t on the fire in 
half apint of White wine ; Which done, take 
an ounce of Chymicall oyl of Aniſceds, then 
of {allet oyl , hony, and the Syrop cf Sugar, 
or for want of it Moloffes,of each half a pint, 
then mix all this with the former powders, 
and With as Much fine wheat floiver as will 
bind and knit them all together , work them 
into tiff paſte , and make thereof Balls ſom- 
what bigger then French Walnuts hull and 
all, and ſo keep them 1n a cloſe Gallipor,

after it ( if you pleaſe, otherwiſe you may 
chuſe ) and feed and water him abroad or at 
home according to your uſual cuſtome. And 
thus do 23 or 4 mornings together, 

If you uſe them to cure either cold or glan- 
ders, then uſe them in the ſame manner for a 
week together, If you uſe them to fatten an 
horſe, then give tnem for a fortnight toge- 
ther. Sut if you uſe them in the nature of a 
ſcourirg to take away molten greaſe and foul- 
neſs, then inſtantly after his heat, andin his 
heat. Again, if you find your horſe at any 
tim2 hath raken a little cold, as you ſhall per- 
ceive by his inward ratling, if then you take 
one of theſe Balls, and diffolve it in a pint of 
ſack, and ſo give it the horſe, it is a preſent re- 
medy. Alſo to diflolve the Ball in his ordi- 
nary water , being made luke. warm , it wor 
keth the like efte&t, and fatneth exceedingly, 

To give one of theſe Balls before travell, 
it prevents tyring ; to give 1t in the height of 
travel, it refreſheth the wearineſs : and to give 
it after travel , it ſaves an horſe from all ſur- 
feit and inward fickneſs,

The Signes of outward Sorrances. 


(JUtward Sorrances are diſcerned when 

— any member or part in an horſe is dif. 
figured or evill afteted by the loſs of true 
ſhape, diſabilicy in motion, the increaſe or 
decreaſe of number and quantity, the diſpro- 
portion of place, or the jeparating of things 
knit and united. And theſe accidents have 
divers names, as impoſthumes, Ulcers or 
wounds when they are 1n fleſhy parts ; Ex- 
cretions or Fractures on & in the bones;Rup- 
cures in the veins, convullions in the ſinews, 
and Excoriations upon the skin, 

_ The firſt is known by outward ſwellings , 
rotten or bloody ſores; the next by utter dil- 
ability inthe member, or elſe plain halting; 
The next by Wens and Knots both ſoft and 
hard; the next by gordgings and haltings , 
and the laſt by ſcurfand leprofie. 

Now foraſmuch as the greateſt part of 
SOrrances, 


Sorrances, and eſpecially thoſe which are 
moſt hid and obſcure, are found out hy hal. 
ting, I will ſhew you the ſeverali manner of 
baltings, and what they ſipnifie, 

If the horſe halt before and lift not up his 
leg, but in a manner traileth ic after the 0- 
ther, it ſhewes a new hurt on the top cf the 
ſhoulder. 

If he cs/t his leg outward, or go Baker- 
like, and not bend the knee, it is either at 
old hurt on the topof the ſhoulder, or il 
new, then it is a ſhoulder-plat, or rendivo 
betwixt the ſhoulder 2nd the bidy: if it 
rurning ſhorthe favour his foor , 1 oripins 
his withers he complain, it he halt more 
when he is ridden then led. the offecneis on 
the top of the ſhoulder: If ganding in the 
ſtable, thruſt forth bis foot and favour it . 
then ſearch his foot, and if in that be fonnd 
no prick, no dry founder, no ſurbar. then ir 
i5sinthe mid part of the ſhou'ider, orthe 
coffin joynt. 

If halting he bow down his head to the 
ground, and ſtep ſhort and thick ; thenit is 
in the forepart of the ſhoulder art the breaſt, 
If in handiin : his elbow hard, he twitch up 
his foot ſuddenly from the ground, the of- 
tence ts there. 

If on his ſhank bones (in their ſevcra!l 
vlaces be ſplents, excreitions, windgalis of 
L 4 Ma- 
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Maleanders, and they ſore, they wyll occaſion 
halting, esany other outward Sorrance vpo 
any other member, 


Het on the Crownet fhews pain 1n the 


Coffin jynr, 

In halting before, to trip on the Toe, 
ſhewes pain i:: the heel , to tavour the Toe, 
ſhews pain in the Toe; to halt more on un- 
even ground then on the even, fhewes pain 
in the icet, andin poing from you and com- 
ming to you , may be diſcerned, whether the 
outward or inward quirter : but to clear ail 
doubts, the Pincers will ſhew any pain in the 
{foot whatſcever, 

If your horſe halt behind , and 1a halting 
£9 ſidelorg , and not in an even line thc 
Brief is in the hip, and yet butrew , orin 
the Fillets , and may be new or old ; ifit be 
oldin the hip, the tip will fall, and then no 
cure. 

If in haſting he tread onely on his hiader 
Toe, and no offence inthe foot, then the 
pain is in the ſtiffel], If in halting he bend 
not his hough or ham, and no outward Sor- 
rance, yet the pain is there. 

If he ſhale through any offence in his leg 
{rom the ham to the paſtern, outward Sor- 
race, or {weiling will ſhew it; and fo likc- 
is:ic ior che other parts below it.

Take Zap is Caluminar's halfe an ounce, 
and beat it red hot, ard querch it in a quar- 
ter of a pint of Plartare water, or white 
wir.e: do this cight ornine times, then bee: 
it to powderand put it tothe water, then 
add balfa dram of Aloes, and a ſcruple of 
C: mphire in powder, and let them diſſolve, 
drop this into the eye.

There be ſomethat for this 5-eat offence 
in the eye put in two fine ſmall rowels long- 
wiſe in the temples of che head , juſt behind 
the eyes: But for mine own part, I not 
much fancy it, becauſe I fear it breeds more 
evil humour then it brings away, beſides fore- 
neſs and diſgrace; thereforein this cure my 
praiſe is thus

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pitch ofeach like quantity, and being molten 
with flax of the colour of the horſe, lay it as 
a defenſive on each (ide his remples,as bip as 
z twenty ſh:]lings peice: chen underneath his 
eyes upon the check bone (with around 
Iron ) barn three or four hoſes, and anoint 
th<m with ſweet butter;then take a handfull 
of Seladine, and waſh it clean in white wine, 
but let it touch no water, then biuiſe it, and 
frain, it and tothe quantiry of juyce, put 
the third part of womans milk, and a pretty 
quantity of white Sugarcandy, fearc'd tho- 
row a piece of Lawn, and with a feather quill, 
or otherwiſe, drop i: into the ſore eye morn:

Take Deers Suet, or for want of it, f\yeet 
Butter half a pound , of Aquavitz a Gill, of 
Saffron half a dram, Pepper beaten and

on the fire, and not boyl till it come to a 
ſalve. 

With this very warme : chafe the orief, then 
anoint a brown paper therewith , and very 
hot apply to the place alſo and roll it up.

Now , if beſides the ſwelling , your horſe 
have ulcers, chips and ſoars, then apply the 
pultiſs as before ſhewed : and after a weeks 
application take a quart of old urine, and put 
to1t halfe an handfull of ſalt, as much Allume, 
and half an ounce of white Copperas , boyl 
them together, and with it waſh the ſore once

Take hony, Verdigreaſe, Brimſtone bruiſed 
ſmall, green Copperas , and Bay alt of eacha 
like quantity, boyl theſe with a double quan- 
tity of Hogs greaſe, and put to it a big root of 
Elicampane bruiſed in red wine vinegar,apply 
this to the ſores very hot, after you have cut 
away the hair, and made the ſores raw, as Alſo 


ſuppled them by bathing them with new mulk 


from the Cow. 
For Scratches held incurable. 


Firſt let him blood in the ſhackle veins,tie 
ſpur veins, and the fore toe veins, onely let- 
trng 1t be three days between the bleeding ot 
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the one Toe and the other : then with an haic- 
Cloth rub the ſores til they be raw and bleed ; 
then take a Quart of old urine, and a quart of 
ſtrong brine, and put to them halfe a pound of 
Allum, and boyl 1t to a quart, 

With this hot, waſh the ſores wel, then take 
the ſperm of Froges (in March) and put it in- 
toan earthen pot , and ina week it will look 
like oyl : tnen take both the oyl and the 
round things which you hal ſee in the ſperm 
and ſpreading 1t on a cloath, bind it to the 
ſoars, and do this divers times. 


For any Splent, Spaven, Curb,

Firſt clip away the hair as far as the ex- 
creſſion gozth, and a little more, then take a 
piece of Allumd Leather made as big as the 


place you have hared, and fitted to the 


ſame proportion : then take a little Shooe- 
makers Wax, and ſpread it round about the 
very edge or verge of the ſame , leaving all 
the inward - part empty and not touched 
with the Wax, Then take the herb Spear- 
oTraſs, or Spearivort, which hath the vertue 
to raiſe bliſters, and bruiſing it", lay ſome 
thereof upon the Leather in the empty place, 
and bind1t faſt thereon, ſuffering it ſo tolye

aday ; but if it be in winter , then it is not a 
miſs (to reneyy the ſtrength of the herb) if you

Take Nerve oyl 5ne ounce , Cantharides 
the weight. of ſix pence , and as much of the 
oyle of Vipers, boyl them lightly ; then with 
this anoint the Splint croſs the hair, and heate 
it in with a hot Iron, then tie up the horſes 
head to the Rack for 24 hours - then ſqueeze 
out the Corruption, and do this twice or 
thrice, 


For a S plint, and £0 ar 'J up wind calls, 


Firſt, heat the Sorrance with an hot preſ- 
fins Iron, then vent it in ſeverall places with 
your Fleam ; then take a ſpoonfull of ſalt, 
half a ſpoonfull of nerve oyl, a peny weight 
of verdigreaſe, and the white of an ecg - beat 
all to a ſalve : and dipping flax hurds therein : 
apply it tothe grief, Far 
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For Pains, Mules and Rats-talls, 


Firſt take away all the ſcabs and make thz 
ſore raw, then with ſtrong muſtard made with 
wine vinegar , anoint them all over, and do 
this every night, The next morning take halt 
a pound of green Copperas , and boyl it in a 
pottle of running water with an handfull of 
ſage, and ſo much hyſlop , a quarter of a 
pound of Allume , and as much {trong mu- 
ſftard, and with this bath the ſore twice or 
thrice a day.

Take the oyl of bay an ounce, half ſo mucn 
ſugar , and a good quantity of the oyl or 
froth which cometh from ereen broom {talks 
being laid in the fire, mix it well,and with th's 
anoynt the ſoars, and it kills and dryes tnem 
up.

Take a pint of white Wine and put to it 
two or three ſpoonfulls of honey , and ſtir 
them and boyl them to a ſalve , then 
take it from the fire, and put to 1t halfe ſo 
much Turpentine as there was honey , and

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With this ſalve ſomwhat hot, anoint the

Firftlet blood, then take a quart of old U- 
rine or Vinegar, and break into it a quarter 
of a pound of good Tobacco, then ſet it on 
a fire ef embers and not boyl,& fo let ir ſtew 
all night: with this water wafh the infe&ed 
places, whether it be in the Mane or other- 
wiſe, and it helpeth. 


F.r any Maunge or univerſall Leaproſue in 
4 foul ſurfeited Horſe. 

Firſt, let blood in the neck. vein, and take, 
away good ſtore, then curry off all the ſcurf, 
and take verdjuce and vinegar a pint, cow- 
piſsa pint, train oyle & pint, old urine a pint, 
& put to them an handful of wild Tanſie, an 
handful of Bay ſalr, a quarter of a pound of 
brimſtone, as much Alome, two ounces of 
verdigreaſe and four ounces of Bolearmonie, 
boyl all well together. 

With this ( very hot) waſh che horſe well, 
and if you put to it thequantity ofa pint of

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For a Canker, foul Ulcer, Leprofie, and 
to make hair grow:

Take Tar and freſh Hogs greaſe, of each

with yeur band for it is too ſharp,
